Kiau of O^den, Utah, has prepared a 
ci.cul»r -.sh:ch shou» the disadvantages 
which would result from the admissiuu 
of Utah as a State. A copy of the cu- 
enUr is being mailed to every voter in 
the Territory. It advises the people 
to r" ><1, ponder ;jnd reflect before vot- 
ing for tho constitution. It S-ivs tho 
Territorial taxes in 1891 amounted to 
?197,51G 21, of which $203,77615 was for 
school purpose?, therefore to cairy 
ou the Tenitorial government cost the 
people only $198,740 03. The taxes for 
1895 will be no greater, but m 1893, w ith 
Statehood taxes, will be increased 
$206,520, which would gradually grow 
greater. Tne executive department, 
the expenses of which are now paid by 
the general government, will cost $11,- 
800, the legislative department, the ex- 
penses of which are now paid by the 
government, will cost $48,003;the judic- 
ial department and penitentiary, ex- 
penses of which arc also paid by the 
government, will cost $130,900, and reg-
